Highway patrol murder suspect kills self 


VALENCIA, 
Calif. 
(UPI) - A gun- 
man who barricaded him self inside a 
ru stic canyon home for nearly seven 
hours after a gunbattle which killed 
lour young highway patrol shot him self 
to death today as deputies storm ed 
the house. 
Jack Wright Twinning, 35, had told 
deputies, “ I’d rath er kill m yself now 
than spend the re st of my life on death 
row .” 
His accom plice was captured 
e a rlie r in a stolen cam per truck. 


O fficers ringing the house told Twin­ 
ning on the telephone that he had 90 
m inutes to give him self up after he 
released the owner of the house, who 
had been held hostage four hours, un­ 
harm ed. 
L ess than 90 m inutes later, six can- 
n iste rs of tear gas was lobbed in and 
seven officers bursting into the res­ 
idence in gas m asks said they heard 
one shot. 
A uthorities said the two men appar­ 


ently 
separated 
after 
the 
shootout. 
R ussell T albert, 28, was a rre ste d about 
five hours la ter on the Antelope Valley 
Freew ay in a stolen cam per truck. He 
su rren d ered without a struggle. 


A uthorities said he made his way to 
San F rancisquito Canyon where he fired 
a shot into the back of the cam per. 
An unidentified man sleeping inside re­ 
turned the fire, hitting T albert at least 
tw ice. 
However, the suspect was able 


to p.istol whip the victim before stealing 
the truck. 
T albert was reported in good cond­ 
ition at Golden State M emorial Hos­ 
pital. 
The other man was not hos­ 
pitalized. 
Twinning 
forced his way into the 
home of Steve Hoag, 41, 
Hoag’s wife, 
Jay, 
and his son, Jeffrey, 17, were 
able to escape. 
Hoag was held cap­ 
tive.

SAIGON (UPI) — The governm ent has 
rushed 3,000 South V ietnam ese troops to 
reinforce the besieged U.S. Special F o rc­ 
es camp at Dak Seang on the Laos bord­ 
e r 200 m iles north of Saigon, Allied 
m ilitary sources said today. 
The North Vietnam ese and Viet Cong 
have made the G reen B eret cam p the fo­ 
cal point of their spring campaign and 
hove unleashed sheets of ground fire 
that shot down three A m erican transport 
planes and two helicopters. 
U.S. A ir Force spokesm en called the 
antiaircraft fire 
“ som e of the most 
vic ious . . . in the entire Vietnam con­ 
flic t.” 
By today, the 
m ilitary sources said 
four South Vietnam ese 
infantry batta­ 
lions, two Ranger battalions and two ad­ 
ditional m ilitia battalions had been mov­ 
ed in and around the camp but there 
was no word yet w hether they had at­ 
tacked 
the 
Com m unists who poured 
acro ss the border. 
Nine A m erican airm en — three in each 
of the C7 Carbou tran sp o rts — w ere 
killed in the loss of the planes as they 
tried to drop supplies by parachute to 
the defenders. 
“ Fighting was so intense . . . that an 
a ir drop had to be delayed for fear the 
camp would be o v erru n ” last F rid ay ,” 
a spokesm en said. Two crewm en w ere 
injured in the crash es of two U.S. Army 
Huey helicopters, downed late last week. 
Since the fighting broke out six days 
ago around Dak Seang, governm ent sold­ 
ie rs have killed at least 130 g u errillas 
with total Allied casualties at least 
28 dead and 95 wounded. A team of 20 
G reen B erets and 300 South Vietna­ 
m ese defend the outpost seven m iles 
from Laos. 
A sjiokesmen said one Caribou was 
shot down last Thursday, a second on 
Saturday and the third today. All w ere 
within six to nine m iles of the camp. 
U.S. Air Force spokesm en said p a ra ­ 
chute drops had to be used to supply 
the besieged outpost .

was an accusing body which also acts 
to protect the innocent. 
Superior 
Court 
Judge 
W ilfred 
J . 
Paquet, in a charge lasting m ore 
than one hour, rem inded the grand ju ro rs 
of th eir oath of secrecy . 
He also 
instructed them they could retu rn an 
indictm ent charging p erjury if they be­ 
lieved any w itness had lied to them . 
Judge Paquet called a short re c e ss 
before sending the panel into its closed- 
door 
investigation into the death of 
M iss 
Kopechne, 
28, 
in Sen. Edward 
M. 
Kennedy’s black sedan last July 
18. 
Kennedy has said he drove the car 
off an unguarded wooden bridge into 
a tidal pond while taking M iss Kopechne 
to the ferry after a cookout. 
Kennedy 
said he took a wrong turn onto the 
bridge road. 
Three of the original panel of 23 
ju ro rs have been excused. Judge Paquet 
instructed the ju ro rs that 12 votes w ere 
needed to return any indictm ent. 
If 
there are fewer votes, the jury must 
retu rn a “ no b ill,” or no indictm ent. 
Of a grand jury’s function, the judge 
told them: 
“ It is an accusing body but also a 
sw ord and a shield of justice. 
“ It is not your function m erely to 
indict persons, but also to protect the 
innocent-these are both of equal im­ 
portance.” 
Judge Paquet advised the ju ro rs they 
w ere an independent body “ answ erable 
to nobody but the court itself.” How­ 
ever, he said they should always bear 
in mind they do not finally try the 
c a se . 


Judge Paquet said he would deal sum- 
m arliy with anyone who tried to in­ 
fluence the grand jury. 
“ I suggest,” 
the judge said, “ you 
ask yourselves this question, ‘if the 
evidence 
that I have heard w ere to 
rem ain unexplained and uncontradicted, 
would I be convinced of the defendent’s 
guilt?” 
He added: 
“ You will indict only on 
evidence that convinces you.”

The national truck la­ 
bor outlook was volatile. 
The three citie s already hit are among 
m ajor clearing and distribution points 
for truck, rail and w ater transport in 
the Midwest. 
About 50,000 trucks in the Chicago 
a re a are not covered by the new a g ree­ 
ment between negotiators for the T eam ­ 
s te rs Union and national tru ck ers. But 
a general walkout by the Chicagoans 
would be felt nationwide. 
At 
M inneapolis, 
team sters joiner 
those in the other of the twin cities, 
St. Paul, who went out last week. A few 
firm s said som e d riv ers reported for 
work but they w ere not being sent out. 
St. I ouis 
reported “ no trucks mov- 
ing.” The vehicles w ere in term inals. 
The Chicago walkouts, said an official 
of Local 705, involved only between 130 
and 140 men. 
O bservers at two of the largest truck 


stops on U.S. 66, a m ajor hauling a rte ry 
southwest from Chicago, reported truck 
traffic at only 40 to 50 per cent of 
what it norm ally would be on a Monday 
These w ere the Welco truck stop at 
Lemont and the Dixie stop at McLean. 


But they said part of the dropoff in 
traific might be the reluctance of truck 
firm s to ship with the labor situation 
unsettled. 
Delays still plagued m ajor airp o rts 
on the 13th day of the “ sick-out” of 
a ir traffic co n trollers today, but the 
F ederal Aviation A dm inistration rep o rt­ 
ed steady im provem ent in the situation. 


T he FAA said nearly 500 controllers 
had returned to work since a peak ab­ 
sence of 1,832 last Monday. But it said 
absenteeism rem ained “ unusually high” 
at five of its 21 regional control cen­ 
te rs, including New York, Minneapolis 
Chicago, Denver, Oakland and Kansas 
City. 


“ We are not su re yet if there is an 
a< celerated back - to - work movement, ” 
an FAA spokesm an said. “ It may be too 
early to te ll.” 


FAA A dm inistrator John Shaffer flew 
to K ansas C ity and Cleveland Sunday 
to try to persuade controllers to retu rn 
to work. He had no success in K ansas 
City. In Cleveland, 81 p er cent of con­ 
tro lle rs w ere on the job today. 
C ongress tackled the negotiated po s­ 
tal pay package today with lead ers p re ­ 
dicting quick passage of a pay raise , 
but certain defeat for President Nix­ 
on’s proposal to raise the six cent stam p 
to a dime.

N. Korea claims hijackers uninvited 


TOKYO (UPP — Japan left to North 
K orea today the prosecution of nine ra ­ 
dical hijackers whose 83]2 - hour air 
piracy ended Friday in Pyongyang, the 
Com m unist capital. 
Official broadcasts from the North 
called the Japanese youths “ stra n g e rs 
who cam e uninvited” and said “ our o r­ 
gan concerned will take appropriate 
steps after n ecessary investigation.” 
The hijackers are members of theRei 
Arm y faction of the Japanese Comrnun- 
ist Party, a group so radical it has 
called for the overthrow of the govern­ 
m ents of Moscow, Peking and North 
Korea. 
Japan thanked the North K oreans for 
returning Sunday the three crew m en of 
the hijacked a irlin e r and the h ijack ers' 


hostage, Vice T ransport M inister Shin- 
jiro Y am am ura. 
It added that it would “ respect the 
w ishes of the North Korean sid e ” on how 
to deal with the hijackers and would 
“ re fra in ” from seeking th e ir re p a tria ­ 
tion, at least for the tim e being. The 
ste rn wording of the Communist broad­ 
ca sts - one said “ it is still m ore im ­ 
possible to welcome the stra n g e rs (hi­ 
jackers) who cam e uninvited” —portend­ 
ed possible im prisonm ent for the nine. 
Yamamura, on his return to Japan, 
said the hijack ers had told him they 
considered 
them selves 
revolutionary 
fighters and wanted to undergo m ilitary 
training in North Korea. 
I he pilot of the hijacked airlin er, 
( apt. Shinji Ishida, was quoted in a 


Comm unist new sm an’s dispatch from Py­ 
ongyang that he was su rp rised that he, 
his crew and \ am am ura were not im p ri­ 
soned. 
“ I was prepared for im prisonm ent 
and I did not have the slightest idea 
that we would be accom m odated at a 
hotel,” he was said to have told the 
correspondent for the Japanese Com ­ 
m unist party new spaper Red Star. 
Ishida told newsmen in Tokyo Sunday 
they had eaten elaborate m eals during 
the 36 hours in North K orea but that 
the 
food contained too much garlic 
He and his crew took police to the a ir ­ 
liner this morning to retrac e what hap­ 
pened from sta rt to finish. A total of 115 
persons were aboard the Japan A ir Lines 
Boeing 707 airlin e r.

survives move 
to kill nomination 


WASHINGTON (UPP — JudgeG . Har- 
rold C arsw ell survived by an eight-vote 
m argin today a move to kill his Suprem e 
Court nomination and leaders of both 
parties predicted the Senate would con­ 
firm him. 
The Senate rejected, 52 to 44, a mo­ 
tion by C arsw ell opponents to send the 
nomination of the 50 - year - old F lo r­ 
ida federal judge back to the Judiciary 
C om m ittee, where they hoped it would 
die. 
C arsw ell backers needed onlv a sim ­ 
ple m ajority of tbose present, and their 
m argin of victory was wider than had 
been anticipated. 
The Senate had agreed previously to 
vote Wednesday on confirm ation if the 
recom m ittal move felled. A motion to 
vote on confirm ation im m ediately after 
the recom m ittal vote was blocked for 
the tim e lieing by Sen. Roman Hruska, 
R-Neb. But Hruska left open the jxissi- 
bility he might not object to such a 
move later in the day. 
In advance of the vote on the recom ­ 
m ittal move, Senate D em ocratic i e a d tr 
Mike M ansfield and his Republican coun­ 
te rp a rt, Hugh Scott, predicted C arsw ell 
would win both today's and W ednesday’s 
votes. 
Today’s vote was a victory for both 
C arsw ell and President Nixon, whose 
first choice for the vacant court seat, 
Judge Clement F. Haynsworth Jr., was 
rejected by the Senate. 
The parliam entary m aneuver byC ars- 
w ell’s opponents to kill the nomination 
cam e 71 days after Nixon subm itted the 
nam e of C arsw ell, a U.S. 5th C ircuit 
Court of Appeals judge, to the Senate. 
C ritics of C ars veil, who had been a 
federal attorney or judge since 1956, 
charged among other things, that his 
record in civil rights cases ran against 
the current of contem porary ju risp ru ­ 
dence, and that his record dem onstrat 
ed he had not actually < ast asid e se g re . 
gationist views. 
Of the up-or-down vote on a< tual on* 
firm ation, M ansfield said he believed to­ 
day’s vote would be “ the p recu rso r of 
what will happen on W ednesday.” 
“ )ou mean by that that the nom ina­ 
tion will tie approv*d” ' 
w as asked 
“ T h at’s the way it looks,” the Demo­ 
cratic leader replied. 
On confirm ation, Scott saidC arsw *dl’s 
sup p o rters would suffer “ som e sm all o r 
m odest slippage” but not enough to lose 
The nomination be< am e the pending 
business of the Senate the moment the 
chaplain finished his prayer after the 
Senate opened at 10 a.m . The Senate 
previously had decided to take its first 
vote on the nomination at 1 p.m . fol­ 
lowing three hours of discussions. 
T he outcome appeared to hinge on a 
half - dozen uncom m itted senators in a 
vote 
too close to call. The question 
facing the Senate at l p.m . I SI was 
whether to send the C arsw ell nomina­ 
tion back to com m ittee - theoretically 
for more study, in reality to languish 
and die. If the move w ere defeated, the

The Republican party 
has responded to the need. 
Monagan also spoke of efforts on tax 
reform and tax relief; and on the growing 
importance of California for the 1972 
ele< ti<»ns. 
In his response to Monagan’s glowing 
support, 
M acGillivray said: 
“ I'm on 
cloud 9 .” 
He pledged a hard fight and asked for 
the support of ail segm ents of the com ­ 
munity.

Sheppard, 46, freed from Ohio 
Penitentiary after serving 10 
years following his conviction 
for the murder of his first wife, 
Marilyn, was found dead in his 
home by his wife. 
His 
body 
was

to 
University Hospital where an 
autopsy may be performed to 
determine the cause of death. 
Mrs. Colleen Strickland Shep­ 
pard, his third wife, said the 
osteopath 
had been ill with 
what 
he 
believed 
was 
flu. 
Sheppard, who was in the midst 
of 
a 
professional 
wrestling 
career when he died, married 
Colleen last Oct. 21. 
Sheppard’s second wife was 
the former Ariane Tebbenjo- 
hanns of West Germany. They 
were 
married in July, 1964, 
shortly after he was released 
from prison. 
Sheppard was freed in 1964 
and married Ariane in July of 
that 
year 
after 
a 
pen-pal 
relationship that started while 
he was in prison. 
The Sheppards were divorced 
last October a few days before 
his third marriage. 
The current Mrs. Sheppard is 
the daughter of George Strick­ 
land, Sheppard’s wrestling man­ 
ager. 
Sheppard’s wrestling career 
had been highly successful and 
he had donated large portions 
of his winnings to charity. 
Late last year he said he was 
happy with his participation in 
the sport. 
“ Wrestling 
is 
my 
sport, 
medicine is my career,” he 
said. “ I’ve never felt better in 
all my life. 
“ What 
we’d 
like 
to 
do, 
Strickland 
and 
I, 
is 
make 
wrestling a real sport again. 
We’d 
like 
to 
present 
an 
example 
of 
physical fitness 
after 40.” 
Sheppard again made head­ 
lines when the Supreme Court 
ordered.he be given a new trial 
on grounds his first trial took 
place in a “ Roman Carnival” 
atmosphere. 
The high court decision had a 
dramatic effect on the future 
procedure of trials and the 
publicity surrounding them. 
Law suits Sheppard had filed 
against

media following his second trial 
were turned down. He had been 
practicing osteopathy at Young­ 
stown Osteopathic Hospital in 
1968, but resigned after several 
malpractice suits were filed 
against him. 
He moved here last year and 
again began to practice.

An unpleasant 
topic and a critical 
one, 
“ Student Unrest,” was the sub­ 
ject on which Walter Conrad, presi­ 
dent of Allan Hancock College, was 
asked to speak Thursday afternoon. Uni­ 
ted Presbyterian Women were his hostes­ 
ses. 
“ Allan Hancock has not made head­ 
lines in this regard, said Conrad, “ how­ 
ever unrest exists. Higher education has 
been too successful in creating techni­ 
cal advances which in turn have creat­ 
ed problems.” 
Classified as three types, the majori­ 
ty of students, he declared, pursue their 
studies. Students are 
free to stay on 
for various interests, with nominal cost 
and under no pressure to completion of 
a particular study. Purposes of activist 
groups, he observed, are not generally 
to get an education. T hey were cen­ 
tered around being peace advocates se­ 
curing rights of ethnic groups. Their 
activities have not been directed in a 
positive way, but from a negative point. 
Allan Hancock, 
he said, 
is not a 
prejudiced 
environment, 
“ as any­ 
where, there are some students who 
are prejudiced.” 
Forces which contribute to unrest. 
Conrad feels include: students, facul­ 
ty, administration, trustees and the gen­ 
eral public. One of the things that must 
happen, he suggested, was that respon­ 
sible students will have to organize. 
As for faculty, he said, “Over the 
years they have been given more and 
more power. Therefore, they should show 
more responsibility. Faculty has been 
too permissive. They need to exert more 
pressure on the student.” Allan Han­ 
cock attempts to maintain a climate “ in 
which divergent ideas can be exchanged 
a peaceful manner,” he stated. 
As for the general public. Conrad 
noted, “ Many of the old - fashioned vir­ 
tues receive no attention. A sense of 
responsibility is absent among students 
and adults. Acts are committed without 
responsibility. 
“ Integrity, honesty, decency, need to 
be taught. Obiectives of ideas art lost 
in freedom of language - such as objec­ 
tionable four letter words. 
“Good character needs to be re­ 
stored, he concluded, so learning 
an

produce, primarily, is inflat­

mannequins 
for 
store stocking displays. 


On a cold day in January, 
the Misses Shackelford and 
Cherry, both 26. both blonde. 


both pretty, sat sipping cof­ 
fee in front of the fireplace 
in their office on New Y’ork's 
E ast 78th St. On the mantel 
above them sat several of 
the toys which had launched 
their career — a tiny doll 
perched in a plastic flower 
whose petals close up when 
the doll is “ asleep.” open 
when she “ wakes 
up” , a 
plastic 
i r o n 
which 
has 
"ste a m ” coming out of it; 
an art kit. 


“ We started with the art 
kit. which sold right aw ay,” 
said Nancy. 


“ We thought to ourselves. 
This is easy’,” Judy added. 


“ But 
it 
wasn’t,” 
Nancy 


broke in. "We didn’t sell an­ 
other thing for six months. 
We almost starved. Neither 
of us would take another job. 
We spent all our time design­ 
ing toys and trying to sell 
them to manufacturers." 


Most toy designing is done 
on a free-lance basis. Design­ 
ers get an idea, work it up 
into a model that will func­ 
tion properly and sell cheap­

Judy 
said. “ They were flopping 
all over the place and we 
decided to make them stand 
upright." 


"The only 
problem was 
How” ” said Nancy. "What

even have Peek-A-Boot trees 
that have faces painted on 
the part that sticks out of 
the boot.” 


"The boot trees led to in­ 
flatable mannequins," Judy 
continued. 
They’re 
selling 
well, since they’re easy to 
ship all we have to do is 
put deflated mannequins in a 
manila envelope and mail 
them out 
they’re easy to 
store and the worst thing 
that can happen to them is 
they can get punctured." 


"And we developed a patch 
Kit for that." said Nancy, 
"so they can be patched up 
as good as new." 


The girls currently have a 
manufacturing plant in Hong 
Kong and are negotiating for 
another factory in Japan 


Ah. success. 
When they 
were starting out four years 
ago, both women lived in 
their office-apartment. Now, 
each girl has a place of her 
own so she can get away 
from the business. 


“ We used to work all the 
tim e." said Nancy. “ We’d 
never get away from the 
work or each other. Now, we 
work 9 to 5 every day. 


“ We never understood the 
w o r d 
‘can ’t’ 
when 
we 
started. We thought we could 
do anything. If I wanted to 
see the president of a com ­ 
pany I’d call him on the 
telephone and say, ‘I’ll be 
there in an hour.’ And he 
saw me.” 


"When male executives at 
the toy companies first saw 
us," said Judy, "they figured 
we would be easy to deal 
with — that we’d settle for 
less money than the men in 
toy designing.” 


"Now 
they 
groan 
when 
they see us coming,” said 
Nancy. "They know we drive 
a hard bargain. If they don’t 
meet our price, we don’t 
sell."

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Space boom running out of fuel; 
has it come toan end? 


(Editors note: The first of 
three parts.)

CAPE 
KENNEDY 
(UPIV- 
B revard County, Fla., was the 
fastest growing county in the 
nation 10 years ago. Today it is 
in the throes of recession, the 
victim of a space boom that 
has run out of fuel. 
Thousands of space workers 
have lost their jobs and more 
layoffs are coming. For many, 
the ax fell while they celebrat­ 
ed the safe return of Apollo I t ’s 
moon 
landing 
pioneers 
last 
July. 
Homes by the hundreds are 
for 
sale 
in the moonport’s 
backyard, office buildings that 
once hummed with some of the 
most exciting work in the world 
are vacant, people are wonder­ 
ing if they will be next to go. 
The countywide work force 
has dropped from 100,800 in 
19G8 to 94,900. Many engineers 
and technicians are leaving the 
area for jobs in other industries 
and, as a result, the county’s 
unemployment rate is 4.4 per 
cent—slightly higher than the 
national average. 
School enrollment has fallen 
in a system that almost tripled 
in size during the past decade. 
The future hinges on B re­ 
vard’s ability to diversify, .and 
on 
the 
fate 
of 
the 
space 
program and more specifically 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space 
A dm inistration’s 
pro­ 
posed 
space 
shuttle 
orbital 
transport. Studies are underway 
now to see where the shuttle 
should be based. 
If the shuttle goes somewhere 
else, 
much of Cape Kennedy 
and its billions of dollars worth 
of facilities could end up in 
mothballs. As a one-industry 
community, B revard would be 
faced with an economic 
just as severe. 
But the picture is not 
black. Tourism is increasing 
witti the help of the moonport’s 
increasingly popular tours, and 
businessm en expect a shot 
the arm from the opening 


Disney World 50 m iles east of 
here late next year. 
B revard’s pleasant clim ate, 
its beaches and the availability 
of 
housing at 
1965-vintage 
p rices 
are 
drawing 
retired 
people and second-home buyers 
to the area. 
Other industries, attracted by 
the skilled labor pool, available 
housing and office space, are 
exploring 
the possibility 
of 
moving into B revard.

Twenty years ago, the 72-mile 
long, 18-mile wide coastal strip 
called B revard was a sleepy 
farm land known prim arily for 
its Indian River citrus. It had a 
population of 23,653. 
In 10 frantic years the United 
States 
had 
developed 
the 
foundation of a space program 
destined to become second to 
none. B revard’s population ex­ 
ploded 414 per cent, to 111 435 
in 1960. 
T he county now houses an 
estim ated 
248,000, 
most 
of 
whom depend on space in one 
way or another for their living. 
The big buildup cam e in the 
mid 1960s in the nation’s drive 
to land men on the moon before 
the end of the decade. 
In 
1967, NASA had 25,807 
people working at the Kennedy 
Space Center. The figure is now 
about 18,500 and is expected to 
drop to 17,500 by the end of 
June. 
Some 20,700 people work for 
the A ir Force which operates 
the E astern Test Range. 
In 
1967, the number was 26,000. 
“ When I came here in 1964, 
we had 700 people,” said A .m ! 
Pitard, personnel m anager here 
for the Boeing Co., one of the 
contractors hardest hit by the 
cutbacks. “ We went up to 5,000 
and I was on the hot seat to fill 
jobs. Now we’re going back 
down.” Boeing now has about 
1,750 w orkers here and that 
num ber 
is 
in 
a 
“ gradual 
decline.” 
to r a while, som e companies 
w ere able to relocate many of 
their w orkers in other plants 
acro ss 
the 
nation. 
But the 


aerospace industry is in trouble 
alm ost everyw here today and 
job openings have dried up.

C ontractors have found that 
many of those laid off don’t

Cliff 
Reuter 
has 
become 
Florida’s only full-time state 
senator. 
He was a launch pad 
engineer for

World Airways until he joined 
the ranks of 2,000 other Pan 
Am cutback casualties. 
“ I 
w asn’t 
able to 
spend 
enough tim e to do a full-time 
job 
for them, 
so when the 
layoffs came they decided I 
should be laid off too,” said 
Reuter, 
the father of seven. 
The state legislature recently 
raised his and other lawma­ 
k e rs’ pay from $1,200 to $12,000 
a year. 
One design engineer is now 
building boat tra ile rs in Mel­ 
bourne, a city in the south part 
of 
B revard 
that 
has 
been 
affected less 
severely 
than 
central and northern areas. 
Several 
ex - space worker 
have gone into the restaurant 
and motel business. Two have 
become stock brokers, several 
are selling sports equipment 
and others are teaching. 
One engineer with six child­ 
ren waited for more than a 
year for a local job to develop. 
The situation became w orse 
instead of better and he finally 
bowed under economic p re s ­ 
su res and moved to an out-of- 
state job in another field.

P m certain there are more 
magazine articles and books 
about how to play golf than 
about any other sport. Maybe 
than all the rest combine:! 
People h a v e written five- 
pound volumes on the grip 
alone.

Most modern instruction is 
basically sound and helpful 
to the average player, but I 
would like to sound a w arn­ 
ing. You can overdo it read ­ 
ing 
golf 
instruction 
(but 
please go ahead and finish 
this series). 


E'or one thing, much in­ 
struction concentrates on a 
specific facet of the swing to 
n 
^^J^P^rary exclusion of 
all others—on the shoulder 
turn, for example or hip a c ­ 
tion. As a consequence, un­ 
less he is careful the average 
guy gets a distorted view of 
the swing. He starts to think 
of the swing as a bunch of 
isolated 
fragm ents, 
rather 
than a gracefully rendered 
sweeping movement. While 
that can be a u s e f u l ap ­ 
proach, carried too far it can 
be harmful. 
Above all e l s e the golf 
swing should be thought of as 
a continuous, flowing motion 


broken only by a slight pause 
The lop of the backswing. 
Otherwise jerkiness can re­ 
sult, and there is no quicker 
way to erratic play. I doubt 
that a h u m a n being can 
swing a golf club thinking 
about more than one thing, 
and 1 s u g g e s t that, your 
practicing behind you and 
once you are on the course 
trying for lower scores, you 
think about smoothness. 
It 
can com pensate for dozens of 
minor mistakes, but without 
it virtually no amount of at­ 
tention to detail will result in 
improved play.

In Our Affluence, We're Too Effluent 


By TO M TIEDE 


ON TH E HOAD, North­ 
eastern U n i t e d States— 
IN E A )—Americans are the 
most e i f 1 u e n t people on 
earth. That is, productive to 
overflowing. In an average 
lifetime a U. S. citizen uses 
26 million gallons of water, 
21.000 gallons of gasoline! 
10.000 pounds of meat. And, 
as a whole, the nation dis­ 
cards more than 1.2 trillion 
pounds of solid wastes each 
day. 
The environmental rub of 
it all is obvious. The refuse 
is mostly burned, buried or 
dumped into the sea—caus­ 
ing pollution either way. 


This effluence, this excess 
of life, is what worries ecolo­ 
gists most. With everything 
•from junk cars to six-pack 
beer, many scientists fear 
the nation is rapidly being 
condemned by its own dis­ 
card. 
They p ro v id e a partial 
solution: recycling, the use 
and reuse of the used. 
At the technical level, re­ 
cycling is a l r e a d y well 
known. Many old metals can 
be m e l t e d down and re- 
lorged. 
Many newspapers 
are printed . on yesterday’s 
editions. Glass can be turned 
into road compounds, corn 
cobs into protein food. 


But, at the personal level, 
recycling remains a l m o s t 
nil. People are used to wast­ 
ing. 
1* e o p 1 e are slow to 
change. 
And 
therefore 
it 
costs $2,800 million each year 
to collect the contents of the 
nation's garbage cans. 
However, personal recycl­ 
ing may yet get a start in 
the nation because of neces­ 
sity and b e c a u s e many 
blossoming ecology 
action 
groups are beginning to push 
nonwaste 
as 
a 
workable 
household habit 


For example: 
In the college quarters of 
Boston, m a n y off-campus 
students are refusing to buy 
anything in paper sacks. In­ 
stead they are carrying cloth 
i ucksacks The s t u d e n t s 
think they are modly fashion­ 
able and they can be reused 
for months. 
The rucksack idea is the 
promotion of Boston’s eco- 
action group, an amalgama­ 
tion of several hundred con- 
s e r v a t i o n 
organizations 
Mostly, the members are 
young. 
Some of them are 
militant 
"Maybe it’d be a 
good idea if the world did de­ 
stroy itself.” Some are silly 
(one group, called the Big 
Six. i s made up only of six- 
looters "so we'll stand out 
in a crowd ") 
But. in gen­ 
eral, the members are inter­ 
ested in s o l v i n g ecology 
crisis at the root i people» 
level 
So, among other things, 
they advise the following: 
Kecycle all vegetables and 
fruit wastes by starting com­ 
post piles. 
Use bath water 
on lawns and flowers. Give 
metal and paper scrap to 
dealers who reuse it. Don't 
accept hangers from laun­ 
dries. 
Don’t 
buy products

meeting 
overhead. It is at least possible, 
according to the university’s 
department of information, that 
“ the energy requirements for 
such a system may not be out 
of proportion to the benefits 
obtained.” 
Professor Etkin said exper­ 


iments thus far “ have only 
scratched the surface of the 
scientific and engineeringprob» 
lems 
related to air-curtain 
enclosures.” 
So it is too soon “ to be too 
constrained by the limitations 
that appear serious, or even 
insuperable.” 
“ Rather,“ Etkin said, “ this 
is 
the 
time 
to 
let the 
imagination run free... and put 
the challenge to science and 
engineering to produce solu­ 
tions.” 
Such an adventure in “ ar­ 
chitectural 
aerodynamics” 
would have to solve problems 
of wind and rain to succeed. 
One scheme involves a ring of 
upward pointing jets around an 
open air stadium. 
The converging jets would 
form a “ roof’ against which 
falling raindrops 
and, presu­ 
mably, snowflakes “ would be 
shattered and dispersed.” The 
jets might be angled to create 
a swirling motion that would 
throw off raindrops by centrifu­ 
gal motion. 
“ It appears indeed that a 
whole town might be accommo 
dated” by this system of air 
walls and roofs, the authors 
said.

congressman? 
California voters have an 
edge over the people in the 
other 49 states in this regard 
Every year they have avail­ 
able a report called "Cali­ 
fornians In Congress.” This 
tells exactly what each of the 
state's 
38 
representatives 
has been up to. 
No other state has such an 


exhaustive study. The prob­ 
lem is that most Californians 
don’t realize they have it, 
either. 


The report is the work of 
the California Congressional 
Recognition Program, under 
the supervision of Claremont 
Men's College. This college, 
although a small institution, 
is v e r y political science- 
oriented; it ranks in the top 
20 among c o l l e g e s in the 
United States in the number 
of political science majors 


For 14 years. Claremont 
has sponsored the c c rp . 
Each 
year, 
the 
organiza­ 
tion's stalt spends time in 
Washington, interviews the 
congressmen, reads the Con­ 
gressional Record and writes 
a report on what each con­ 
gressman has accomplished 


These reports go to the 
CCBI* s council, a carefully 
u o n p a r t i s a n body which 
evaluates the reports and 
singles out some congress­ 
men for commendations or, 
more rarely, special recog­ 
nition 
The report 
is published 
and sent to the state’s news­ 
papers and to any interested 
citizens who requests one, 
"Indirectly.” 
s a y s 
Dr. 
Alan Heslop, the statt di­ 
rector ot the program, "we 
leach the mass audience.” 
Heslop believes the pro­ 
gram 
h a s 
accomplished 
some good in its career. It 
isn’t easy for 
s e v e r a l 
ieasons 


First, in California the in­ 
cumbent is generally regard­ 
ed as safe, barring a major 
political upheaval or a great 
personal 
goot. 
But 
every 
year there are a few mar­ 
ginal seats, and it is in this 
area t hat CCRP has its 
greatest impact 
I tie legislative process." 
Heslop says, "is too complex 
lor the layman to understand 
fully.'* 
The average voter-in-the- 
street thinks that a congress­ 
man is effective if he an- 
swers all the roll calls and 
gets his picture taken with 


the President 
Heslop says 
that is quantitative thinking. 
"The hardest part of a 
representative’s work,” he 
says, "is committee work. 
And that is difficult for an 
outsider to penetrate.” 
But this is where the CCRP 
Report 
is at 
its best. 
It 
doesn’t care about roll calls 
or quorums, but about com­ 
mittee 
w o r k , 
legislation 
sponsored, work done. It also 
weighs the man’s seniority, 
because a veteran congress­ 
man should be able to do 
more than a freshman 
The report does not throw 
stones at men it feels are 
wanting. But the voter can 
easily

between

lines Congressmen who are 
brushed 
oft 
with 
s h o r t 
articles are obviously sub­ 
standard, 
m t tie council's 
opinion. 
Sometimes, a congressman 
is noted for having sponsored 
legislation of so much insigni­ 
ficance one, in the '69 issue, 
was cited for his "Potato Re­ 
search and Promotion Act" 
— that this gentle form ot 
wrist-slapping is very clear. 
One ol the signs of our 
success.” says Heslop, "is 
that we have enemies — the 
congressmen we h a v e n ' t 
commended ” 
Heslop is an Englishman

ment "mostly for those who 
want to avoid English his­ 
tory." He took his doctorate 
at the University of Texas.

He worked for Sen 
Hugh Scott in Washington as 
a Congressional Fellow. 


He is an assistant profes­ 
sor at Claremont and de­ 
votes about one-third of his 
time to CCRP He spends six 
weeks in Washington each 
summer and reads the Con­ 
gressional Record every day

Geologist and Hydrologist for Water Re­ 
sources, U.S.G.S., Menlo Park, who ad­ 
vised me as follows: 
“ 1. They’ve just completed a report 
entitled, “ Ground Water Conditions dur­ 
ing 1968. 
2. It states on Page 1 of the abstract 
of the report that during the period 
November, 1967 to November 1968 the 
water level in the Lompoc Plain de­ 
clined 1.8 feet. 
3. It states on Page 14 of the re ­ 
port pertaining to quality of water in the 
Lompoc Plain that in 1960 the average 
total dissolved solids was 1,000 m illi­ 
grams per liter; that in 1968 these to­ 
tal dissolved solids had increased to 
1,280 milligrams per liter; that this rep­ 
resents an increase of 21 per cent and 
is twice the limit recommended by U.S 
Public Health Service (1962).” 
I am of the opinion that the Benefit- 
Cost Ratio of the Lompoc Narrows Proj­ 
ect will prove that it is the most eco­ 
nomical method to obtain vitally needed 
water for our valley. If it is not, I 
will be the first person to say “ Look 
for an alternate.” 
The “ Taxpayers” also stated: “ 1970 
— rI hat Lompoc underground water stor­ 
age is filled to capacity is self evident 
from the high rise and flow of water in 
the Santa Ynez River before our re­ 
cent rains and with no releases from 
Cachuma.” 
This is very misleading. I checked with 
the Cachuma Dam people, and their rec­ 
ords show they released 188 acre feet 
of water on the 20th of March. In addi­ 
tion, the Flood Control District has re­ 
cently cleaned out dead trees and under­ 
brush in the river bed which retains sur­ 
face water, thus causing a continuous 
How. I verified on April 2 that this 
flow is augmented by 10 cubic feet per 
second seepage from the dam. 
I would like to add that there is so 
very little correlation between the visi­ 
ble water above ground and the under­ 
ground water that it is hardly worth 
mentioning. The only fact that we can 
derive from the small amount of surface 
water is that most of it is being wast­ 
ed to the ocean. 
The argument of the small amount of 
surface flow occuring does not solve 
the primary problem of the deteriorat­ 
ing condition of water supply under­ 
ground.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
I he government had ample warning a 
major postal strike was coming. 
In the fall of 1968, two major postal 
unions voted to take the “ no strike” 
pledge out of their 
constitutions. One of 
these, 
the 
United

Federation of Postal 
Clerks, has national

exclusive bargaining

The 
other, the Na­ 
tional Postal Union, 
has local exclusive 
bargaining 
recogni­ 
tion for one or more postal crafts in 
Manhattan, the Bronx, Philadelphia, Los 
Angeles and other cities. 
The National Association of Letter 
C arriers voted to seek by legal and leg­ 
islative means to eliminate the govern­ 
ment requirement that no postal worker 
can belong to an organization which as­ 
serts the right to strike. A federal dis­ 
trict court in Washington upheld the let­ 
ter carriers. (This decision is now being 
appealed by the governments 
In July, 1969, 50 letter carriers (one 
complete shift) failed to appear for work 
at a Bronx, N.Y., station. They report­ 
edly called on other post offices to fol­ 
low their lead. 7 he letter carriers were 
immediately suspended and the attempted 
strike did not catch on. 
In L ebruary of this year, government 
men 
began getting repeated urgent re­ 
ports that rank-and-file postal employes 
had become highly emotional in what the 
proposed postal reorganization would 
do to their jobs. The prospective delay 
in wage increases made many suspect 
they were going to be in for a very 
difficult time.
